Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner faxed applicant's repr. a summary of the examiner's 
interpretation of the claim language and the prior art (see attachment), and invited applicant's repr. to contact the 
examiner to discuss the application. Discussed general nature of applicant's invention and examiner's interpretation of 
the claim language. Applicant's repr. pointed out that Cahill et al. implied that the repass mode included manual 
operator review (column 19, lines 42-47), so that it wasn't clear that the repass operations meet the requirement for 
digital processing. Examiner noted that the broad language of claims 1 and 26 might be met by other prior art that 
uses two different techniques to improve MICR character identification. Examiner suggested that amending claims 1 
and 26 to clarify that the digital processing involves more than just OCR of the MICR characters might better 
distinguish the claims over the prior art. In particular, the examiner suggested that the claims might specify digitally 
processing the image of the check "to locate and identify the MICR characters therein." Examiner also noted that upon 
further review, claims 11, 19 and 24 included language that was not met by the prior art. In particular, these claims 
define the digital processing as occuring "off-line" from the check sorter. Examiner also indicated that amending claim 
25 to include similar language would better distinguish that claim over the prior art as well. Applicant's repr. expressed 
concerns about the support for this language in the disclosure, and inquired about the possibility of changing this 
application's status from "continuation" to "continuation-in-part.".

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant indicated that support for the "off-line" language of claims 
11,19 and 24 was found in paragraphs [0015]-[0016] and [0042], for example, which specifies that the analyzer can 
operate either in real time OR it may occur after the determination has been otherwise made, which would be off-line 
from the sorter, as claimed. Because this language is part of the original disclosure, this claim language is fully 
supported by the original disclosure, and there is no need to amend the application status as a CIP. Applicant 
authorized amendments to claim 25 to define the operations as being "off-line" in a manner similar to that of claim 24. 
Applicant also agreed to add language to claims 1 and 26 to define the digital processing as "locating and identifying" 
MICR characters in the invalidated line. Applicant indicated that this language is supported in paragraphs [0062]- 
[0063] in the specification. Examiner will enter changes by examiner's amendment to place application in condition for 
allowance.
